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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the rejection was deemed proper and applicant's 
arguments are not persuasive for the reasons set forth below. 

1. With respect to applicant's remark that Frank does not suggest performing context switching and data caching (page 10 
paragraph 4), applicant to note that Schuster was used in the rejection for teaching the data caching. As for the step of performing context 
switching, applicant is arguing a feature of the invention not specifically stated in the claim language, which is improper. Claim subject 
matter, not the specification, is the measure of invention. Limitations in the specification cannot be read into the claims for the purpose of 
avoiding the prior art. In re Self, 213 USPQ 1,5 (CCPA 1982); In re Priest, 199 USPQ 11,15 (CCPA 1978). 

2. In response to applicant's argument that the reference fails to show certain features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the 
features upon which applicant relies (i.e., time slot as used in the context of the claimed time-sliced processing, page 10, last paragraph) 
are not recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification 
are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 

Furthermore, the examiner has interpreted the claim language as broadly as possible. It is also the examiner's position that applicant has 
not yet submitted claims drawn to limitations which define the system of applicant's disclosed invention in a manner that distinguishes over 
the prior art. Failure for applicant to significantly narrow definition/scope of the claims implies the applicant intends broad interpretation be 
given to the claims. The examiner thus maintains the previous rejections to applicant's claims with regard to the combination of 
Belotserkovsky with Frank and Schuster. + 
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
